A Lesson in Consistency. 

Horace GrEELEY’s .letter to FRANK 
Buare, which was published entire in Sun- 
day’s issue of the CouRIER-JOURNAL, is a 
suggestive piece of writing. It is only just 
to add that it lacks none of the homely 
strength and easy perspicuity that distin- 
guish all of Mr. GREELEY’s editorial and 
epistilary matter. We may, therefore, 
take it as the best presentment of the 1s— 
sues which once united and now separate 
the two persons imphecated that the first of 
them is able to furnish; and, as it con- 
tains a useful lesson in political ethicg, 
though at the cost of some misinstruction, 
we propose to put in a word or two in ad- 
vance of the reply which will doubtless be 
promptly returned by the party addressed. 
General Biare himself is the right person 
to take note of the assault fhat is made up- 
om hie motives. It is of small concern to 
us whether he continued a Republican as 
long as the Republican party served his 
interest, and quitted the organization be- 
cause it refused to make him Spkeaker ot 
the House of Representatives, albeit this is 
a rough charge and should not be loosely 
made. We shall take occasion to say, 
however, that, like most partisans, Mr. 
GREELEY is as loose in his statements as 


BLAIR may say in response we koow no} 
and care not very much; but it- occurs to 
us that he might readily say; “I served the 
Republican party from its infancy, and 
during years when it was in a hopeless 
minority, and through the fight against 
slavery, and up to its successful assertion 
of the Union, and I quitted it in the mid- 
day of its power, because it chan7ed its 
issues and trom the party of {freedom which 
I had followed became the party of usurpa- 
tion and eternal hate, which I am now op- 
posing.” It Mr. Buatr’s guiding star is self- 
interest, as Mr. GREELEY pertly says it is, 
how comes it that he has passed the great.

But in this instance the cirecum- 
stances all go to contradict Mr. GREE- 
LEY’s view, and to throw him back in the 
matter of substantiation on better evidence 
than mere assertion. 

Mr. GREELEY gets to business (a thing 
he is qualified tor but illy) by quoting a 
passage from the Declaration of Lndepend 
ence. On this passage he grounds his de- 
fense of himself and hisattack on General 
Buarg. The passaze reads as follows: 


We hold these truths to be self-evideat: 
Thai all men are cre:ted cqual; that they are 
endowed by the.r Creator with certain imalien- 
able rights; that among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. Thai: to secure 
these fights goveroments are institated 
among men, deriving thei: just powers from 
the consent of the govetucd; that, whenever 
any form of goyeromeut becomes destructive 
of these ends, it is the right Of the people to 
alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new 
government, laying its fovndatiou on such 
privciples and organizing its powers io suc a 
form, a8 to them shail seem most likcly toe 
fect tLeir safety and happiness. 


This is chiefly an assertion of the right 
oi revolution, a right which, we suppose, 
no one will dispute. But it contains also 
an idea, not nececsarily revolutionary, as 
to the naiure and extent of popular liberty, 
and so much of it Mr. GREELEY has sys- 
tematically ignored. In what has the Re- 
publican party guaranteed the people otf 
the South their ‘inalienable rights?” In 
what has it secured them the pursuit o; 
“lite, liberty and happiness?” Has it not 
subjected them to governments which they 
had no hand in choosing, but which were 
chosen in spite of them? Has it not 
fenced them in by bayonets and raised up 
repeatedly in the midst of them the hide- 
ous monster of murtial law? Has it not 
created an oligarchism composed not only 
of foreign elements but iniased by a spirit 
both hostile and corrupt? Did it not per- 
mit BROWNLOW and Brownlowism to run 
tiot in Tennessee, and bastilism to overawe 
the people ot Texas? Does it not at this 
moment support a despotism of unexam. 
pled ignorance in South Carolina, and was 
it inspired by anything higher than a pet- 
ty species of picturesque and would-be 
dramatic revenge in filling the seat in the 
Senate once occupied by JeErreRson Davis 
with its present incumbent? Where are 
the trophies of its freedom in Georgia, of 
its humanity in North Carolina, ot its civ- 
ilization in Arkansas? Taking the passage 
from the Declaration of Independence, 
quoted by Mr. GREELEY, as a starting 
point, can any man put his finger upon an 
jnstance where its spirit and its purpose 
have been maintained by the Republicans? 
We ask for the proof. Is it the law of elec- 
tions, just passed by Congress and by 
which the party at Washington is empow- 
ered to be practical administrator and 
judge over the ballot box in all of the 
States? Is it the Fourtcenth amendment 
by which the rcecogaizced intelligence of 
the South is excluded from the best gifts 
of free government? Is it the Fifteenth 
amendment or the civil rights bill which, 
whilst legislating for one class of the popu- 
lation, disctimi inst another? . Is it 
the open violation of specific and well- 
known constitutional guarantees; the 
overthrow of State government and laws; 
the creation of satrapies; the establishment 
of military courts in times of peace; the 
desecration ofthe highest legal tribunal in 
the land; the refusal] to do justice to the 
people who have claims or complaints, 
all done in the name of loyalty and in the 
interest of an organization which sets itselt 
asa model of moral and political progress? 
Or, in seeking the achievements cf this 
boasted republicanism, are we to look at 
its assault upon the spirit of all liberty and 
all true American sentiment contained in 
its proscription of every one who dis- 
played any worih on tye Southern side 
dusting our civil war ani 10 its resolute 
effort to keep alive theypassions of that 
conflict by the incessant use ot epithets 
which have long ago ceased to disfigure 
our speech and to mar our social intercourse? 
General Buarr was a Republican when 
ihe issue that divided the two contending 
parties was slavery.

public affairs. There are a few eindiost 
principles that underlie ‘our governmental! 
and moral being which do not yary but 
belong to the nature of the system. But 
these are seldom meant when, using the 
polifical vocabulery of the period, men 


must, if wise and good, adapt themselves 
to coadhtions. Thus “principles,” in the 
loose meaning that is given the term, are 
founded in facts and- are susceptible of 
clear definition. The protection of slave 
property was a sound Democratic “prin- 
ciple” ten years ago, because slavery was 
recognized by our Constitution and laws. 
But it ie no longer so recognized, and 
therefore that “principle” is not a part of 
the Democratic platform. But if “princi- 
ples” never change, and if it was right to 
defend slavery ten years ago, it would be 
right now and forever, a palpable absurd- 
ity, tor “principles” do change as our con- 
ditions of life are from time to time altered 
by the pressure of circumstances beyond 
human, certainly beyond iglividual, con- | 
trol. Genera! Brarr was a consistent | 
enemy of negro slavery. He has shown 
himself- a consistent enemy of white 
slavery. He was a consistent enemy of 
secession. He has shown himself a con- 
sistent enemy of Radicalism. To our 
mind there isa perfect spiritual consistency 
running through and through this record 
—not the superficial and partisan con- 
sistency set up as the standard by Mr. 
GREELEY—but the consistency of a man 
who, disregarding the obligations of banded 
interest whenever the purpose meant to be 
worked out by the compact was accom- 
plished, and refusing to be tempted by the 
seductions of personal interest at the cost 
of his internal convictions, cereoaee to 
follow out his affinity for the Weak against 
the otrong, end to pursue a miasion ol 
genuine humanity and trecdom without 
regard to the technical claims of associa- 
tion and the empty and pretentious out- 
cries of selt-glorifying shams. 

In’ this we may be mistaken. We are 
not disposed to be as pragmatic as Mr. 
GREELEY. But we ,bink we are not mis- 
taken in regarding General Buarr as a 
taithtul and: honest tellow-worker who, 
taking as his guide the passage from the 
Deciaration ot Independence quoted 
agamst him by Mr. Grezity, seeks to 
establish the libertics of all men and to 
secure to every citizen “the inalienable 
right,” at lest, to “life, liberty and the 
pursuit of bappiuess.” His Democracy, 
like our own, would not mince mitters 
and is not airaid either oi its deliverance 
or its shadow. It stinds wpon the Con- 
stitution. It carries in iis hand the olive 
branch and the flag of its country. It 
proscribes no one. Itseeks to bury every 
symbol and to torget every epithet that 
tell us we were once a divided people; it 
seeks to restore, with the fabric of our 
fathers, a healthy, Americin sentiment, 
which is strong enough and generous 
enough to do justice to the South no 
less than to the North, and to rank the 
heroes of the one side with the other side, 
as gentlemen and patriots. In this mission 
it is cheered by the spirit of that past 
which Mr. GREELEY invokes but which 
he misapplies, and to its realization it brings 
the beliet that in no other policy can we 
hope to find a perfect and perpetual 
peace. 


Bismarck’s Tenderness, 

One of the most ridiculous features ot 
Europe:n politics is the evident desire ot 
Count Bismarck toshift the responsibility 
of the hard and ungenerous conditions ot 
the peace he offers to the vanquished 
French people upon other shoulders than 
his own. Like the solicitor in Dickens’ 
David Copperfield, who was always wil- 
ling to give better terms to those he had 
to deal with, but whose (riendly intentions 
were continually baifled by his hard- 
hearted partner that never made his ap- 
poarance, Bismarck is ever ready to 
grant the best of terms, and is overflowing 
with the milk of human kindness; but his 
hands are bound by the flinty-hearted 
MOLTKE, who is inexo’able in his de- 
mands. 

BISMARCK, according to his assertions, 
would gladly leave a great portion of Al- 
satia and Lorraime to France, bat the 
Prussian Geperal is ever ready to inter~ 
tere, and although his influence is really 
only confined to military opera:ions, and 
he is nom:tally not even commander in- 
chief, but only chief-ot-staif dbf the Empe- 
ror of Germany, BIsMARCK, the almighty 
Chancellor, is powerless even in Cabinet 
matters which do not concern MOLTKE 
in the lezet. He must give way to the 
opinions of the military man who denrands 
certain portions and strongholds of France, 
whose populations insist on remaining 
aituched to France, but who are about to 
be sacrificed to Mo.LTKE for “strategical 
reasons.” As far as we know BisMARcK’s 
charcctcr he is the last man in the world 
to be influenced by the opimions and de- 
sires of others, and we think, on the con- 
trary, that any attcmpts at interference on 
the part of MOLTKE in the negotiations 
for peace, except in military matters, 
would be sternly rejected by the German“ 
diplomatist. 

But not satisfied with this excuse, Bts- 
MARCK also tries to put the responsibility 
on the broad shoulders of the German 
people. The people of Germany, he says, 
jpsist on the annexation of the two prov- 
inces, and the Government of the Emperor 
would be in extreme danger in case it 
should atiempt not to satisfy the demands 
of the people. 

This tender regard for the wishes of the 
German people is also something quite 
new in the political history of the “Iron 
Count.” He did not display much of it 
when he ruled the Kingdom of Prussia in 
the years previous to 1866, without caring 
a fig tor all the protests and resolutions of 
the overwhelming majority of the Prus- 
sian Chambers. Nor did he show too 
much solicitude for the wishes and desires 
of the German people when he waged war 
on them im 1866, and at the end of the 
same torocibly annexed a great porcion of 
them tp the Prussian monarchy. The 
inhabitants ot Hanover, Hesse, Schleswig- 
Holstein, Bavaria, Wurtemberg and Baden 
form a very large portion of the German 
people to whom the Count now seems to 
yield against his own opinions, but a little 
more than four years ago he cared so hittle 
for their population that he trampled 
them under foot, and imprisoned and ban- 
ishcd all those who protested agamst his 
high- banded measures. Even at a later 
day he did not display this solicitude for 
the wishes of the Germans, as the treat- 
ment of the patriot Jacoby and others 
who protested against the annexation of 
Alsaiia and Lorraine, against the will of 
their inhabitants, shows. It he is not in 
favor of a dismemberment of France, why 
did he sufle the voice of those Germans 
who spoke in the interest of justice and 
humanity? Such excuses do no credit to 
the genius of the Prussian Chancellor, and 
only make bim ridiculous in the eyes of 
those who know his true character. 


Outlawry Mast be Suppress d. 

No gloss of language can lessen or ex- 
aggerate the sinister importance of the 
outrage committed at Frankfort last Sat- 
urday morning. It was an explosion 
which shows that the social surface of 
Kentucky 1s undermined by banded crim- 
inals organized togviolate the laws and 
trample the dignity of the State in the 
dust. They have usurped the powers of 
government; made murder their pastime 
and terrorism theirscepter; conferred upon 
their adherents the right of private ven- 
geance, and assumed to protect them from

safe, no place is secred from their mvasions. 
To show their strength and their utter 
contempt for all departments of the State 
government they fill the vicinity of the

This stain upon'the escutcheon 
of Kentucky, this humiliation of our proud 
old State, has culminated under a Demo- 
cratic State administration, and yet the 
Legislature, 80 prompt to resent a news- 
paper censure, has affected to ignore 
the facts and disregard the disgrace. 

Meanwhile all the world wonders, and 
many an ugly question is asked. Does the 
Legisiature connive at these things? Has 
it surrendered the State to the -Kuklux? 
Must the wesk and lowly among us seek 
elsewhere for that protection which 4our 
local government owes but refuses to the 
poorest citizen? In the better day coming 
will any man boast that, as & 
trusted guardian of Kentueky’s peace 
and honor, he winked at these 
infamous disorders—nay, encouraged and 
abetted them by emasculating our tribu- 
nals and gagging the witnesses and the 
victims of such crimes? 

We hope the Legislature will not 
adjourn without some assertion of 
the dignity and efficiency of our 
local sovereignty.

WALKER, superintendent of the city hos- 
pital for the insane, says: “I cannot 
doubt that the modern system of 
forcing the tender brain of youth 
lays the foundation for the brain 
and nervous disorders of after years—the 
cascs of melancholia, paralysis, softening 
of the brain, and kindred diseases, becom- 
ipg 60 fearfully prevalent. Lessons that 
require more than two hours out of school 
are too long.” Another wnites: “I have 
had two sons complete the Latin-schoo! 
course of instruciion, and both had ruined 
constitutions in consequence. One sleeps 
in Mt. Auburn, the other was obliged to 
leave college without finishing the course, 
and has never been able to resume his 
studies.” And so the testimony of the physi- 
caps runs. Mr. ALLEN also addressed a 
similar circular to the clergymen of the 
city, and received cordial responses trom 
sixiy-five, of all denominations, and em- 
bracing many eminent divines, who all ex- 
pressed the deepest and warmest interest 
ip the reform. 

It the boys fail to get their weekly holi- 
day, 8o plainly needed, the members of the 
School Board in Boston are too wise for 
their day and generation, and should at 
once be sent to Congress to assist in tram- 
ing reconstruction laws. 

Eee 
Tre Pars Meb. 

The efforts of certain French politicians 
to get the seat of the French National 
Assembly remoyed to Paris meet witha 
good deal of opposition on the part of the 
country members, who dread the influence 
of the Paris mob. As we have statedina 
previous article, the only chance which a 
republic has in France, in our opinion, is 
to shield it as much as possible from the 
influence of the lower classes of Paris. 
All republics that have been established 
in France heretotore have perished on ac- 
count of the banetul influence which the 
fickle population of Paris exerted on the 
deliberations of the representatives of the 
people, an influence which, from long usage, 
the inhabitants of the French metropolis 
now assertas a right. According to the 
opinion of the Parisians, Paris is the heart 
and brain of France, and they believe that 
they have been specially destined by Prov- 
idence to rule the whole French people. 
Their delegates to the French Republi- 
can Ascemblics, whicb, until now, have 
always met in Paris, almost always 
succeeded in intimidating the immense 
majority of the country delegates 
with the fanaiical end reckless mob ot 
Paris, always only too glad to get a chance 
to resort to bloodshed and measures of vio- 
lence. And that the delegates which the 
people of Paris elected for Republican as- 
semblies were anything but judicious is 
known only too well. Men like Rocms- 
FORT and FLOURENS, mere de 
apd rabble-rousers, commanded the ballots 
of the Parisians, and thcy on their part 
thought not of the true interests of the 
country, but only aimed to please their 
unruly constitucnts. They opposed every 
measure calculated to benefit the immense 
rural population of France, snd, by open 
intimidation of the representatives of the 
provinces, managed public affairs to the 
detriment of those portions of France that 
were not in the immediate vicinity of the 
capital, making the Republic a bitter 
mockery for the provinces. This explains 
the evident dread of the removal of the 
Assembly to Paris, ard the masses of 
troops which are maintained around the 
Legislatif Chambers at Bordeaux, in s, ite 
ot Mr. RocHEFORT’s protest, for the pur- 
pose of guarding the delegates against any 
efforts at 1utimidation by a mob.

CON VENTIONAL INTEREST. 

The Conventio.al Interest bill comes betore 
the Senate 1o-morrow as a special order, witb, 
1 think, a pretty fair chance of its passing 
that body. ‘The prevalent opivion is, at all 
events, that at least a majority of our 
pétres consi ipl bave alike the interests and 
wiehes of their constatuents sufficiently at 
heart to give this most important measure 
their support. 

As bas been heretofore announced the bill 
reported by the Senate Committee as a substi- 
tute for the House biil eubmitting the ques- 
tiou of conventional interest to the people, 
providedjthat a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing ten per centum per anpum may be agreed 
upon between partics, but that any one 
charging more forfeits the whole of his in- 
terest, This is identical with the 
Original House bill, for which 
the propcsition to submit to the popu- 
lar vote was substituted, but which most 
members of the House, on sober second 
thought, are of opinion that they ought to 
bave taken the responsibility of acting upon. 
It was pretty clear'y indicated that the meas- 
vre wquid have passed the House had not the 
question of submission been raised; and if it 
is approved by the Senate and comes back to 
the House, I[ teel pretty confident it will be 
concurred in. 

Nothicg, it seems to me, can be more cer- 
tain than that the enactment of the proposed 
law would make money a great deal more 
plenty, and the rates paid by borrowers easier 
throughout the Commonwealth. [f legisla- 
tors consult the interests of their covstit- 
ucuts, therefore, the bill is eure to becom: a 
law. 

KUKLUX OUTRAGES. 

It is somewhat remarkable that some of the 
most dang Kukiux outrages have been com- 
mitted, as it were, under the very eyes of 
members of the Legislature. Are our legisla- 
tors blind, that they are unable to see the 1m- 
perative duty devolving upon them? If the

BUSINES? AFFAIRS.—W hen war as first declared 
between Fiance and Prussia, there were 
and the pumber was not smal), who thoucht they 
foresaw wonderful advantages which would im- 
mediately accrue to the commerce of the United 
States, and this suggestion bas been acted upon 
from time to time, but the advantages 0 far have 
Bot been realizg d. Hereand there individuals 
bave been able to make money out of the calami- 
ties which war always entails, just as a set of 
heartictss pseudo loyalists made money ou: of 
cur own civil war, but there bave beeu no gen- 
eral commercial advantsge:, and ip the nature 
of things they cag never oceut 
from RY state Osséoo war. fome days 
since the prospect of peace was manipulated by 
the knowing ones to their advactagwe, but the 
state of feelinog produced, as is always the case, 
was unbeaithy, and has resulted in no perma- 
nent advantage to the trade generally; but there 
are good reasons for believing that trade will re- 
vive at an early day. The avenues of commerce 
are’to be opened, the laws of trade are to be 
again in operation, and with these essential 
foress to commercial prosperity again in opera- 
ulcn it is fa'rto presume that all departments of 
trade will feel the vitullzing influence. The New 
York Herald, in referring tothe effect of the 
peace Dews in Wall street, says that the stock 
market has been always one of the most sensi- 
i've burometers of political events, and has re- 
corded the changes irom peace to waraad war 
to pe.ce with unswerving fidelity. Our own 
Siock Exchar ge i+ comparatively new io expe- 
rience of this character, but, for it+ time, bas 
epjoyed.a sather lively one.

ernment should own the canals, telegrapo wires 
and raliroad-. The goverpment Is to do the bank-

contract all the detalis of bum - 
ness affairs. Just at this junciure these propos 
tions for government int r erence Wi'h busine 8

This fact, togetber with the extent of the com- 
merce of Engiand and France with these coun- 
tries, bas been clearly brought before Congress 
in @ definite shape, and Must £o0n urge more ex- 
tensive efforts ‘han this simple steamship live. 

Mr. Kei‘ogg remarked in his specch on the bill 
to subsidize tbe Mexican line:

REV. W. H. MILBURN'S LECTURE. 


The dseply enlisted audience assembled at 
Weisiger Hall last night to bear from the lips of 
a kincred spirit the history and genius of the 
greatest orator (bis continent bas ever 
would realize In any report of Mr. Milburn’s 
lecture the tru'h of his own declaration, thats 
great oration can be but imperfectly presented 
after its origioal deliyery—tbat the report there- 
of is Dut @ cold and shrouded apd  coffined 
form frem which .the lif: that tpritled and 
stirred i bas departed, No one but a 
genius In complete sympathy with his grand 
subject could so have enchainéd the house for 
neariy two bours. Those who were pleased 
with Mr. Milourn’s former lecture were entirely 
swept away by that of lact night. He was most 
perfectly identified, inj complete rapport, with 
the subject. The speaker's genius was tn tts na- 
tive element, and found congentality in the pres- 
ence of the life and character of Sargent smith 
Prentiss, the Thunderer of the Southwest. How 
the audience followed, with an eager bending 
forward to catch every word, as the deep, 
rich voice of the speaker, tremulous 
with the emotions the theme itself 
inepired, traced the steps of the limping, gifted 
boy from his own beautiful Casco bay, “the 
sweetest dimple on ocean’s cheek,” to the wilds 
of Mississipp!! And in the swelling tones ofthe 
speater, as he rehearsed the grand words of 
Prentiss, we almost imagined we heard tbe 
trumpet-:ongue of the great orator himself. 

Mr. Milburn began Dy drawing a vivid picture 
ofthe flush times of Missiseip>i, the most ri- 
markatie epock in the annals of this country. 
To that wild, rude, yet chivalrous land, from the 
seaboard of New England and tne Middle Statgs, 
drifted the most emerprising, boid and gified 
young *pirits, in search of wealth aod fame; 
each hoping, by his own anaided gentus, to rep- 
resent the young State some day in the 
councils of the nation. 
gotter of the Union Ba 
bulbb'e; the prevailing e Lies of the code, and the 
peculiar characteristic: of the people, at once the 
cause and the ¢f<ct of this state of things, were 
splendidly portrayed. In'o the midst of such 
life, wiih bis warm, impulsive, convivial nature. 
was throwo Sargert Smith Prentiss, in the su- 
tumn of 1828. He sevtied at Natchez, and, teach- 
log schoo! by day ard spplsing bimself to the 
science of the law by night, he soon procured 
leisure to practice, and secured a partnersbip 
with Felix Huston, a promment lawyer of thit 
section of the State. 

The young cenius leaped at once, full armed 
into the public arena, and bis lame at once sw apt 
through the State ani the nation. He devoted 
bimself for several yeats exclusively to bis pro- 
fersion, and mingled but little in polities, al- 
tnough bis trumpet gave forth po unceriaia 
scund.

first time in the halls of Congress the young 
Demostheres buried histhanderbolts. Mr. Web- 
ster, Clay, Everett, every, one in fact with whom 
Mr. Milburn bad ever conversed, pronouacei it 
the grandest oration they had ever beard. He 
occupied three days in its delivery. He stood 
there, a youpg Hercules, with the fate of the 
constitutional rights of a State leaning on 
Lim alone for the support of its 
imperilled bonor and Nberties, at stake. When 
be bewan speaking it was soon nolsed outside 
ae mo.t wonderfulspeech men ever lise 
te to was belog delivered. The Senators 
frem the other end of the Capi‘ol left their seats 
and came pouring into the House. The news 
reached the ears ofthe Supreme Court, then in 
session, and the Judges quit their benches to 
listen throughout, eatranced, and the diff:r«nt 
cepartments of State left their duties 
abu focked arouod the speaker. Mr. 
Leg*re, of South Carolina, replied. 
Pr btiss’ rejoinder sent him to bed for a week, 
of mortification and chagrin. The House,fby one 
Vote, referred the matter again to ihe electors of 
Mississippi. Then. did Mr. Prentiss make the 
most remarkable Canvass that was ever known 
in thiscouctry. How he thrilled the people— 
how his trumpet voice rallied the bosts from 
county to county as he went, demolishing the 
Goliabs of Democracy, fighting duels at the drop 
of the hat, and, 'na perfect whirlpool of the very 
wildest political excitement, sent back in tri- 
vmpb to Washington—ali was told by Mr. Mil- 
burn In @ Manner we cannot hope to represent. 

But the great orator fella victim to bis own 
beunitliess generosi:y, philapthropy and ewi- 
penily sociai nature, He lost at the card-table 
during bis term in Congress, over ninety thous- 
and dollars, and, dy endorsing for friends, tens 
and huodreds of thousands. No lawyer ever re- 
ceived sucb princely fees, or threw fortunes 
away 30 lavishly. Of his inmer iife, bis tender- 
ness end devotion as father, busband, friend, 
and the scene around the death-bed of the bDril- 
liant orator and Statesmao, the lecturer spoke 
feeiingiy—ibriiiingly. The verdict of all who 
ever heard him is, tnat Sargent Smith Prentiss 
was the greatest orator ihis cuntinent bag ever 
produced, 

His deep, rich Voice could roach, distinctly, the 
very cutskirts of an audience of twemy thou- 
sand persons. He took the judgments, the rea- 
s00, the passions of men by storm, WVifflesert 
persons have gone into ecstacies borderiaug on 
mad ness, beneath his words, and bave been care 
ried away by their friends in assoon, Howdan- 
gerous Was such magic pewer, lodged in the 
bands of mortal man—and fet in this case was 
Fcutrolied by the kinde-t, warmest heart tzat 
ever beat. His mouth was a perfect Apolio’s 
pow—bis outstre:ched arm wielded a scepier that 
made kings, aud princes, and nations tremble. 

We have not the space to follow the dis- 
tinguisbed lecturer through all his delineations 
of the iife, character and personal anecdotes of 
his great subject. As he bimself says, the biogra- 
phy of &. &. Prentiss, written by a master hand, 
wuld sound like a wild romauce—a fatry tale. 
Before closing, the speaker made a tuuchipg aliu- 
sion to his visit to Louisville and to the courtesy 
be bad received at the bands of her citizens dur- 
ing bis s'ay here. 

We close this imperfect sketch by quoting from 
one of Mr. Prentiss’ great speeches. It ts, like 
all his orations, a succession of hexameters. 
Every Word contains a sentence—cvery sentence 
a poem: 

“Glorious New England, thou art stilltrue to 
thy ancient fame, and worthy tby ancestral hon- 
ors! On tby green valleys rest, like sweet dews 
of merpning, the pleasant recollections of our 
early life. Aroupd thy hills and mountains 
cling, like gatheriog mists, the mighty memories 
of the revolution, and far away ia the history of 
thy past gleam, like thine owa bright Northern 
liwhts, the awful virtues of our pligrim sires,”’
